ISLAND FARM: 

‘Talk to us about 
latest road plans’ 

- Bridgend Town Council demands 


BRIDGEND Town 

Council is to seek informa¬ 
tion from Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) about changes 
that are proposed to 
roundabouts and the road 
system because of the 
Island Farm development 
plan. 

Coun Bob Burns said 
that the town council 
should be consulted 
because residents living 
near the Ewenny Road 
roundabout had received 
letters saying that some 
changes may be needed to 
accommodate extra queu¬ 
ing lanes needed at the 



roundabout. 

The GEM understands 
that some residents could 
lose part of their front gar¬ 
dens. 

“We need full details of 
all the implications,” Coun 
Burns said. 

“We have issues also at 
the Picton Court round¬ 
about, and I know the 
Broadlands roundabout 
further down the A48 could 
also be changed.” 

BCBC has commissioned 
a report on the effects of 


the multi-million pound 
sports development at 
Island Farm on traffic pat¬ 
terns in the area. 

The new development 
would give Bridgend RFC 
a new ground, plus a sepa¬ 
rate ground for Bridgend 
AFC. 

There would also be 
facilities for cricket, tennis, 
boxing and hockey clubs on 
the 128-acre site alongside 
the old Bridgend by-pass. 
It is being proposed by the 
Bridgend firm HD Ltd. 

Bridgend Town Council is 
to contact the borough for 
information about what is 
happening. 


Questions over disabled 
access at railway station 


DISABLED access 
to Bridgend 

Railway Station has 
been discussed by 
members of 

Bridgend Town 
Council. 

Coun Diane Burns 
asked what the arrange¬ 
ments were, in view of 
the fact that the platform 
for going east was acces¬ 
sible via a footbridge 


over the track within the 
station. 

Coun David Unwin 
replied that the arrange¬ 
ment was that disabled 
travellers go to the 
entrance off Ogmore 
Terrace, ring a bell and 
staff then let them in. 
They are then on the right 
side of the tracks. 

He added that it was 
advisable to telephone 
ahead if possible, 
although that was not 


always possible. Coun 
Burns stated that visitors 
to the area would not 
know about this and 
could turn up at the sta¬ 
tion entrance - to be told 
they had to make their 
way halfway around the 
town to reach Ogmore 
Terrace. 

“Could we see if they 
can do something bet¬ 
ter?” she asked. 

Coun Unwin said that 
Bridgend was a very

busy station and the 
council could ask if the 
operators are satisfied 
with the arrangements 
for disabled travellers. 

Coun Haydn Morgan 
commented that he had 
some visitors from 
Newcastle who needed to 
have disabled access and 
they had been subjected 
to a “comedy of errors.” 

“I rang the number 
that was advertised and 
the guy on the other end 
said I needed to ring a 
different number, which 
he gave me. 

“When I checked, it 
was the same number 
that I had already rung. 
He was actually speaking 
to me on the number he 
was suggesting I should 
ring!” 

He said that when they 
got to the station and 
rang the bell at the 
Ogmore Junction 

entrance, he had received 
a ticking off from a mem¬ 
ber of staff who came to 
open the gate and told 
them they should have 
got in touch in advance. 

“I don’t know what the 
hell is going on there,” 
added Coun Morgan. 

But Coun Roger 
Marsh said that his 
daughter uses the service 
regularly. When she 
books her wheelchair 
space on a particular 
train, staff know she is 
arriving. Staff come to let 
her in as soon as she 
rings the bell.

WILDMILL COULD MISS OUT 

Scrapping of local 
play-scheme upsets 
town councillors 


NEWS that the 
summer holiday 
play-scheme at 
Wildmill has been 
scrapped has upset 
some members of 
Bridgend Town 
Council, JAYNE 
ISAAC reports. 

The council received a 
strategy document from 
Bridgend County 

Borough Council 

(BCBC) outlining pro¬ 
posed changes to the pro¬ 
vision of these schemes 
in the borough. 

The budget has been 
halved and the council 
has decided to run a 
smaller number of strate¬ 
gically located schemes 
using play, sport, creative 
activities and healthy 
lifestyle options. 

And the ones that it is 
offering are dependent on 
town and community 
councils picking up half 
the tab. 

If other schemes are 


requested, the town and 
community councils will 
have to shoulder the cost 
themselves. 

Only one scheme is 
proposed for the 
Bridgend town area, at 
the Recreation Centre, 
with a second scheme at 
Bryntirion 
Comprehensive which 
comes under Laleston 
Community Council. 

Under the new strate¬ 
gy, the borough’s com¬ 
prehensive schools will 
generally be the focal 
point - including those in 
Pencoed, Porthcawl, 
Ynysawdre and possibly 
Kenfig Hill. But in other 
places, sports centres will 
be used including 
Maesteg, Ogmore Valley 
and the Garw Valley. 

Coun David Unwin, 
leader of Bridgend Town 
Council, stated that it 
was clear that the old sys¬ 
tem was no longer viable 
from BCBC’s point of 
view, and it was also 


debatable if they were 
value for money from the 
town and community 
councils’ viewpoint. 

He said that the bor¬ 
ough was seeking a con¬ 
tribution of £2,500 from 
the town council for the 
scheme in Bridgend. 

“This is less than we 
used to pay so it’s a sav¬ 
ing. This is worth look¬ 
ing at to see if the new 
schemes are better used.” 

Coun Peter Foley was 
concerned that the 
scheme at Wildmill was 
being scrapped: “Seventy 
youngsters used this 
scheme every day and it 
was a boon for families 
who cannot afford to take 
their children away dur¬ 
ing the summer holidays. 
Its success was also 
reflected in better crime 
figures in the area. 

“Summer nights will 
be a problem if the kids 
are doing nothing all 
day.”

“Bridgend county bor¬ 
ough works in partner¬ 
ship with Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg University 
Health Board to offer a 
service called Assisting 
Recovery in the 
Community (ARC) 
which supports adults 
with mental health 
issues,” a spokeswoman 
explained. 

“The Quarella Road 
building was officially 
opened by First Minister 
Carwyn Jones in March 
and its striking architec¬ 
tural design means it is

‘Check these clothing collection 
scams before you give 9 - warning 


BRACKLA residents are 
being advised to check 
clothing collection bags 
carefully, following reports 
of a number of unlicensed 
companies operating in 
Bridgend county borough. 

BCBC says the companies, 
which usually claim the unwanted 
clothing will raise funds for char¬ 
ities, have targeted Brackla in par¬ 
ticular - along with several other 
areas of the borough. 

They will often put several 
bags through doors each week and 
give only one or two days’ notice 
before they arrive to collect the 
bags. 

The council’s licensing section 


is advising residents to “carefully 
consider every approach that is 
made to them.” 

Deputy Leader, Coun David 
Sage, whose cabinet portfolio 
includes licensing, said: 

“There are many genuine com¬ 
panies who are asking for unwant¬ 
ed clothes. They will be linked to 
well-known local and national 
charities and will have been vet¬ 
ted and licensed by Bridgend 
County Borough Council, or be 
approved to carry out national 
collections. 

“Unfortunately, some compa¬ 
nies try to avoid this process and 
often there is no way of tracing 
either who is behind the opera¬ 
tion, or how much money, if any, 


the good cause receives. We are 
very keen that only genuine char¬ 
ities receive your generous dona¬ 
tions, so it’s very important that 
you check before you give. 

“The council is working to 
tackle doorstep crime and resi¬ 
dents are advised to check with us 
before donating their unwanted 
clothes, to ensure that the collec¬ 
tion is genuine.” 

If you have suspicions about a 
leaflet or charity collection bag, 
telephone the licensing section on 
01656 643103; or email the 
details of the company, including 
their email address to licens¬ 
ing® bridgend. gov.uk so that the 
necessary checks can be made.

Residents’ fears at 
‘semi-derelict site’ 


THE FORMER 
Revlon factory site 
in Maesteg has 
been left in a semi¬ 
derelict state, after 
demolition work 
was stopped by the 
Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE). 

Residents of nearby 
Oakwood estate are wor¬ 
ried about risks to chil¬ 
dren getting onto the site 
at present, as some walls 
have been left standing 
from partially demol¬ 
ished buildings. 

Damage to the exter¬ 


nal fencing, caused by a 
car crashing into it, has 
resulted in a breach, 
through which residents 
claim children can gain 
access, although a 
spokesman for the HSE 
insisted that the owners 
have 24-hour security on 
the site. 

A statement from the 
HSE revealed that a pro¬ 
hibition notice had been 
issued on the demolition 
contractors in February, 
which required the com¬ 
pany to produce a plan 
for the safe management 
and removal of asbestos

The company pro¬ 
duced an appropriate 
plan but has since with¬ 
drawn from the site and 
the site owners now 
have to engage another 
contractor to clear it. In 
the meantime, contrac¬ 
tors have been engaged 
to keep the asbestos 
cement in a safe condi¬ 
tion until it is removed. 

The spokesman said 
that the owners were 
responsible for security 
and to prevent trespass, 
and the HSE had been 
assured that there was 
24-hour security present. 

The site is privately 
owned and is in the 
process of being cleared. 
It is adjoining the old 
Silent Channel factory, 
which was recently 
bought by Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
for industrial use. 

There has been specu¬ 
lation that this site may 
also be bought, but no 
information on this is 
available.

Wartime 
memories 

WHEN Eunice 

Williams opened the 
meeting on May 12, the 
Second World War 
years came flooding 
back to Aberkenfig & 
District Women’s 
Institute in the shape 
of Mike Clubb, who 
has written a book 
entitled The Welsh 
Arsenal. 

Mike was introduced 
by Eunice, and he went 
on to show slides and 
explain how the Arsenal 
came to be built in 
Bridgend. 

Stanley Baldwin, 
Conservative Prime 
Minister, made the deci¬ 
sion to build the new 
Arsenal in Wales in 1935 
when it became apparent 
that Germany was 
increasing her fire power. 

There was a lot of 
opposition from the 
Labour party, Plaid 
Cymru and the 
Glamorgan Council, but 
the arsenal was built in 
1937, together with hos¬ 
tels for single girls and 
two housing estates for 
families. 

More than 32,000 peo¬ 
ple were employed from 
across Glamorgan, plus a 
number of experienced 
armaments workers from 
Woolwich Arsenal, who 
came to help set up oper¬ 
ations, and many of their 
families still live in 
Bridgend; 75 per cent of 
the workforce was 
female, as most of the 
men folk were on active 
service. 

Tunnels were dug 
under Brackla Hill in the 
same style as the London 
underground tunnels; 36 
miles of railway tracks 
were laid at the arsenal 
itself, on which were 
shunted 10 little diesel 
engines. 

The quality of the 
buildings and fittings 
was first class; all the 
doors were made of 
mahogany, and there was 
a wealth of facilities for 
sport and social workers. 
Len Corbett, a former 
England rugby player, 
helped set up the factory 
and its amenities. 

According to Mike’s 
statistics, there were 17 
fatalities at the Arsenal 
between January 1941 
and July 1945 - 11 men 
and six women. 

There is a plaque in 
Dunraven Place as a 
memorial to those who 
died in the Arsenal. 

A vote of thanks was 
given by Dilys Mitchell, 
who explained that two 
of their long standing 
members came to Wales 
as a result of their fathers 
being transferred from 
Woolwich Arsenal to 
Bridgend. 

The next meeting of 
Aberkenfig and District 
WI is on June 9, when 
the speaker will be Jane 
Thorpe, whose subject is 
‘Work as a Magistrate’. 
The competition will be 
for an item beginning 
with the letter ‘U’.

It was raining when 
the coach left 
Aberkenfig, but it had 
stopped on arrival in 
Carmarthen, and every¬ 
one proceeded to the new 
complex in St Catherine 
Way. 

The old market has 
been completely refur¬ 
bished. 

The town was domi¬ 
nated by the Norman cas¬ 
tle, known to have exist¬ 
ed at its present location 
in 1105, the town becom¬ 
ing the administrative 
centre of south-west 
Wales. 

The castle underwent 
a series of attacks and 
rebuilding episodes dur¬ 
ing the turbulent strug¬ 
gles between Welsh and 
English in the 12th and 
13th centuries. 


On the return journey, 
the coach took the scenic 
route through Kidwelly, 
itself dominated by a cas¬ 
tle used for the initial 
location in the film 
Monty Python and the 
Holy Grail. 

From Kidwelly, the 
coach proceeded to 
Burry Port - which came 
into being in 1850 
because of the extensive 
canal and rail systems 
being built in the area 
during the Industrial 
Revolution.

THE new hanging

A fresh financial start 
after divorce - not as 
simple as you might think 

Whilst getting a divorce ends the contract of marriage it does 
not sort out the financial aspects of your relationship.

Bridgend Food 
Festival will raise 
town’s profile 


A NEW food festival 
is being organised in 
Bridgend this 
autumn by the 
Bridgend Festivals 
Committee and 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC), and will be 
held in the town 
centre on October 1 
and 2. 

Bridgend Town 
Council heard that deliv¬ 
ering a high quality 
events programme was a 
strategic priority for 
BCBC and the festivals 
committee, and the 
events programme has 
been reviewed to develop 
new working arrange¬ 
ments to organise such 
events. 

The Bridgend Food 


Festival will be piloted as 
part of the new approach. 

The report stated that 
the events programme 
should raise the profile of 
Bridgend and contribute 
to “positive image build¬ 
ing” by staging high 
quality, entertaining 
events which were a bit 
different from the norm. 

The new food festival 
will appeal to the mass 
market rather than 
purists and there will be a 
heavy emphasis on fun. 

Council leader David 
Unwin said that BCBC 
was now looking for 
quality rather than quan¬ 
tity in festivals in the 
town. Only two events 
are taking place this year 
- the food festival in 
October and the usual 
Christmas market in 
December. 


He said that the food 
festival will also include 
a musical element with 
busking in the town. 

One of the sites cho¬ 
sen for musical events 
was the area by the war 
memorial in Dunraven 
Place. 

He went on: “This is 
also right by the front 
door of the post office. 
There have been prob¬ 
lems before with this. 

“It could get to be 
grating for the staff if the 
music goes on all day.” 

Coun Unwin said that 
the town council should 
suggest that the war 
memorial be deleted as a 
suitable site for busking, 
because it should be 
treated with respect and 
would also assist staff in 
the post office. 

This was agreed. 


Spotted in Bridgend 

- a traffic warden! 


A BRIDGEND 
town councillor has 
spoken of a rare 
sighting in 
Bridgend - not a 
lesser-spotted war¬ 
bler, but a less spot¬ 
ted warden! 

Coun Haydn Morgan 
said he was shocked to 
see a traffic warden 
walking the streets book¬ 
ing illegally parked cars. 

“I thought that they 
were extinct. A traffic 
warden doing his job is a 
very rare sight these 
days,” he commented. 

“He was booking cars 
in Morfa Street. I asked 
him to look at the bend 
leading around from 
High View to Waunscil 
Avenue which is chock 


full of cars and he prom¬ 
ised to check. 

“In my view, this is 
dangerous parking 
because traffic has to go 
out into the middle of 
the road to get past.” 

But Coun Morgan 
said that although the 
warden walked up 
Minerva Street and 
booked cars there, he did 
not go up the hill 
towards the bend. 

“It would appear to be 
a no-go zone for traffic 
wardens and police. I am 
banging my head against 
a brick wall. Something 
needs to be done 
because buses use this 
route. There could be a 
major accident there.” 

Coun David Unwin 
stated that while it may 
be a dangerous bend, it 


was not clear if the 
parked cars were causing 
an obstruction and there 
were no double yellow 
lines there. 

“If the highway 
department felt that dou¬ 
ble yellows were need¬ 
ed, they would have 
been put there years ago. 

“We could ask them 
to look at it but don’t 
hold your breath. At the 
moment, wardens cannot 
book anyone unless they 
create an obstruction,” 
he added. 

Coun Diane Bums 
asked Coun Morgan if 
there had been any acci¬ 
dents there during the 
past six years when he 
has been complaining of 
this problem. 

However, Coun 
Morgan asked if the 
council needed to wait 
for an accident before 
seeking action. 

Coun Burns felt that 
the problem cannot be as 
bad as was claimed, if 
nothing had happened in 
all those years.

Coun Marsh said: 
“They are aware that a 
disabled person will be 
using that particular 
train and she has not had 
a problem in 18 months. 
But I can see that if we 
were strangers, there 
could be problems with 
the system.” 

Coun Bob Burns said 
that it was obvious that 
the system was not 
working 100 per cent 
and it was in the best 
interests of the rail com¬ 
panies themselves to 
make sure that there 
were suitable signs at the 
station informing visi¬ 
tors of the procedure, 
including the correct 
telephone number to 
ring. 

The council has 
agreed to contact the 
rail companies which 
operate the station. 


March of the 
gum busters! 


THE gum busters 
are coming to a 
street near you! 

That was the message 
from Bridgend Town 
Council after members 
voted to pay for extra 
cleaning in the town cen¬ 
tre, which will include 
getting rid of chewing 
gum and removing stain¬ 
ing from pavements. 

The council has seen a 
demonstration of the 
machinery available put 
on by BCBC and has 
been told that stain 
removal and gum busting 
can be carried out at a 
cost of £20 per hour. 

A review of the town 
centre found that the 
worst streets for staining 
were Market Street, 
Quarella Road, York 
Place, Wyndham Street, 
lower Nolton Street and 
part of Brackla Street. 

The busting needs to 
be concentrated on 
Quarella Road, Market 
Street and Derwen Road 
- outside the night clubs. 

Other areas of the 
town centre have moder¬ 
ate problems, including 


Dunraven Place, Queen 
Street, Adare Street and 
Station Hill. 

Coun leader David 
Unwin said that for many 
years, the town council 
had paid towards the nor¬ 
mal street cleaning of the 
town centre. 

This had been discon¬ 
tinued, but the council 
was now more concerned 
with removing gum and 
staining from the paving 
stones in the town centre. 

He suggested that the 
town council commis¬ 
sion an extra 200 hours 
of stain removal between 
June and October at a 
cost of £4,000 and a fur¬ 
ther 40 hours of gum 
removal in June at a cost 
of £800. 

“We will then need to 
inspect these areas again 
to see how effective the 
cleaning has been and 
also see what else needs 
to be done,” he said. 

Things like street fur¬ 
niture have to be cleaned 
and painted regularly, so 
that the visual aspect of 
the town was improved. 

This was agreed.

Coun Foley reported 
that he had spoken to 
the Communities 
First team in Wildmill 
and they were looking 
towards the possibili¬ 
ty of bussing children 
from Wildmill to the 
recreation centre, but 
a schedule of activities 
is needed before any 
arrangements can be 
made. 

He asked the town 
council to request a list 
of proposed activities 
and events, including 
trips that the new 
playscheme would be 
running, so that the pub¬ 
lic can be alerted as to 
what was on offer. 

Coun David Unwin 
pointed out that the 
council’s plans to pro¬ 
vide a skateboard park 
in Bridgend were 12 
weeks behind schedule 
because of problems 
with an obsolete sewer 


underneath the site, and 
he hoped that the usual 
skateboarding activities 
would be run at the 
recreation centre once 
again as in previous 
summers. 

Coun Roger Marsh, 
who is involved with 
Wildmill Communities 
First, observed that the 
playschemes have been 
run there for the past 
five years and have been 
very successful. 

“To say that the chil¬ 
dren were disappointed 
at the news would be an 
understatement. 

“It will be greatly 
missed during this sum¬ 
mer holiday.” 

The council has 
agreed to contribute 
£2,500 towards the 
scheme at Bridgend 
Recreation Centre 


Caerau Post 
Office to re-open 
- in the shop 


POST OFFICE Ltd 
has announced that 
it has appointed a 
new agent to run 
the post office in 
the village, after the 
previous post office 
closed suddenly at 
Christmas. 

The location of the 
new post office is just 60 
yards away from the old 
branch in Caerau Road. 

There had been fears 
among traders in the vil¬ 
lage that the post office 
would be moved away to 
a different part of 
Caerau, which would 
have had a devastating 
knock-on effect on other 
businesses. 

Among alternative 
venues being offered 
was Blaenllynfi School, 
which is being taken 
over by the Caerau 
Development Trust, but 
this school is located 
away from other shops 
and was also off the bus 
route. 


Villagers have six 
weeks to give their 
views on this proposal, 
and also their opinions 
on how the service can 
be improved, with refer¬ 
ence to things such as 
opening hours and facili¬ 
ties at the new location. 

Residents have until 
June 25 to respond and 
correspondence should 
be sent to Kathryn 
Alexander, Field Change 
Advisor, Post Office Ltd, 
c/o National 
Consultation Team, PO 
Box 2060, Watford, 
WD18 8Z, or e-mail her 
at consultation®postof¬ 
fice, co.uk, specifying 
Caerau in the heading.

News in brief 

MEMBERS of Bridgend Town Council 
have sent congratulations to deputy clerk 
Hannah Lewis, who has given birth to a 
baby daughter called Maisie Elizabeth. 

THE chairman of the town twinning committee at 
Villenave d’Ornan, which is twinned with 
Bridgend, has written to the town council to thank 
everyone for all the activities they laid on for the 
party of students from the town who recently vis¬ 
ited Bridgend. 

Mon Joel Reynaud said that the young people 
were full of wonderful impressions from their week 
in Wales. He invited the town to send a delegation to 
France in September. 

BRIDGEND Town Council has been successful 
in its application to obtain a grant towards the 
cost of creating a new picnic bench area, way- 
side seats and bins at Newbridge Fields, 
Bridgend. 

The council applied for £6,750 from the Town and 
Community Council fund run by BCBC, and has 
been told its application was accepted. It has to pro¬ 
vide the other half of the estimated cost itself. 

Coun David Unwin noted the response “with 
pleasure”. 

BRIDGEND Town Council has handed over 
£11,750 to BCBC as its share of the cost of run¬ 
ning the Shopmobility project in the town. 


Porthcawl man’s 
flood training aids 
in dramatic arrest 


WHILE on duty on May 6, lit¬ 
tle did police community sup¬ 
port officer Christopher 
Missen know that swift-water 
rescue training as a volunteer 
member of the RNLI’s nation¬ 
al Flood Rescue Team, would 
help him make a dramatic 
arrest 

Christopher, a volunteer crew mem¬ 
ber at Porthcawl RNLI Lifeboat 
Station, was on duty in the Ely area of 
Cardiff, when he spotted a local man 
wanted for questioning by South 
Wales Police. 

A short chase led the men to the 
River Ely, where the PC SO ended in 
the river. Luckily, Christopher was 
already familiar with the fast-flowing 
water of the Ely due to RNLI swift 
water rescue technician training there 
the previous month. 

He quickly remembered his training 
and got himself to safety. 

The man then lost his footing and 


also found himself in the water. 
Christopher heard his cries for help 
and realised that the man could not 
swim. 

The RNLI volunteer quickly dived 
into the river and by using specialist 
swift-water rescue techniques, brought 
him safely to land. The man was later 
arrested for questioning. 

Matt Croft, RNLI Deputy Division 
Inspector for Wales, said: “We are 
very proud of Christopher for reacting 
so quickly to the situation, and that he 
used his specialist flood rescue skills 
to ensure a safe outcome.” 

Christopher said: “RNLI volunteers 
are provided with first-class training to 
help them save lives, both at sea and in 
the case of the Flood Rescue Team, 
inland during flood disasters, like 
Cockermouth last year. 

“The training helps to ensure that 
we can respond to the specific condi¬ 
tions faced during flooding, allowing 
us to save lives in fast-flowing water, 
while ensuring our own safety.” 


MP says ‘don’t scare 
people’... as AM warns 
Wales might be about 
to face budget cuts 


THE newly-elected 
Vale MP Alun 
Cairns has accused 
an Assembly 

Member of being 
‘alarmist’ in claim¬ 
ing the new coali¬ 
tion government 
might cut hundreds 
of millions from the 
Welsh budget. 

Last week, Plaid AM 
Chris Franks warned that 
the Conservatives and 
Liberal Democrats in 
Westminster might make 
cuts of £220 million this 
year in the Welsh budget. 

During budget ques¬ 
tions in the Senedd, Mr 
Franks commented: “I 
am calling for a meeting 
with Conservative and 
Lib Dem Ministers 
regarding the impact of 
the UK Government’s 
spending cuts on the 
Welsh budget. I hope that 
there will be movement 
on the recommendations 
of the Holtham commis¬ 
sion and reform of the 
outdated funding formula 
for Wales. 

“It is generally 
acknowledged that we 
are being short-changed 
to the tune of £300 mil¬ 
lion a year for our public 
services. I regret that the 
last UK Government 
failed to resolve this vital 
issue, which could sub¬ 
stantially protect our 
health service, schools 
and police forces.” 

The Budget and 
Business Minister in the 
Assembly, Jane Hutt, 
confirmed that she had 
written to the Chief 
Secretary to the Treasury 
in the Conservative- 
Liberal Democrat coali¬ 
tion, David Laws, to ask 
for an early meeting with 
him. 

Mr Franks added: “I 
am worried that the 
budget in July could risk 
the recovery. The Liberal 
Democrats, after warning 
of a budget full of cuts, 
will do a u-turn and vote 
for a slash and burn

budget this financial 
year. 

“This will cause prob¬ 
lems for local councils, 
health and education 
bodies, given the 
National Assembly has 
already agreed the 2010- 
11 budget. There will be 
a lot of belt tightening to 
get the deficit down, 
rather than taxing very 
high earners.” 

Alun Cairns argued 
that money should be 
saved by cutting waste, 
leaving front line servic¬ 
es untouched. 

He said: “There is no 
rationale behind the 
statement. Alarming and 
frightening people does¬ 
n’t serve anyone. We 
obviously need to live 
within our means but we 
have said that if we cut 


waste, front line services 
can be protected. 

“Unless debt is cut, 
unemployment will rise 
and our economy will go 
into another recession. I 
would hope that in this 
era of new politics, Plaid 
Cymru would recognise 
the challenges, rather 
than seeking to scare 
people and making cheap 
political points.” 

On Monday, David 
Cameron, the new Prime 
Minister, met Wales’ 
First Minister Carwyn 
Jones at Cardiff Bay, and 
said that if the Assembly 
wanted a senior Treasury 
Minister to answer ques¬ 
tions following the 
Budget, then that would 
happen. 

He also offered to 
answer questions once a 
year in the Assembly, but 
added that he was in 
favour of Assembly min¬ 
isters making the return 
trip to answer questions 
in Westminster. 


‘Save the bees’! 


BEE KEEPING 
may soon be added 
to the curriculum 
of schools in 
Bridgend - if the 
town council has its 
way. 

Members have been 
concerned about the 
decline of the honey bee 
and the potential disas¬ 
trous consequences for 
mankind if there are no 
bees to pollinate food 
crops. 

Billions of bees have 
been killed by a mystery 
condition which has 
spread to Europe from 
America 

Coun David Unwin, 
who has been a staunch 
advocate of action to 
save the bee, reported 
that throughout the 
country record numbers 
of young people have 
been taking up bee-keep¬ 
ing in an attempt to save 
the species. 

Some clubs have seen 
a 50 per cent rise in 


membership and it is 
reported that the makers 
of beehives are strug¬ 
gling to keep up with 
demand. 

“It is very pleasing to 
see that the British Bee 
Keepers Association has 
attracted 5,000 new 
members last year,” he 
said. 

“Bees have been 
given a much higher pri¬ 
ority across the country. 
As this town council has 
joined the association 
itself, we should contact 
BCBC to see if local 
young people are inter¬ 
ested in taking up bee 
keeping. 

“We should ask the 
director of education if 
this is a suitable project 
for our schools. It is the 
future of these young 
people that this is all 
about. Unless something 
is done, we will be in 
serious trouble.” 

The town council will 
contact BCBC on this 
issue. 
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Roadside car sales 
prompt a borough 
-wide clampdown 


SAFER Bridgend is 
set to clamp down 
on illegal car sales 
across the county, 
following concerns 
by police and 
Bridgend trading 
standards service at 
the increasing num¬ 
ber of cars being 
offered for sale on 
the side of the road. 

“Over recent years, 
more second hand cars 
are being sold from the 
roadside by traders pos¬ 
ing as private sellers. 
Trading standards has 
received an increase in 
the number of com¬ 
plaints about the prac¬ 
tice,” a police 
spokesman explained. 

“Officers from Safer 
Bridgend will be making 
these traders aware of 
their legal responsibili¬ 
ties and making clear to 
consumers their rights 
when they purchase a car 
in this way.” 

CAR SALES 

Sellers are being 
encouraged to contact 
trading standards to 
improve their business 
knowledge of car sales, 


while consumers should 
contact their local trad¬ 
ing standards department 
to help them consider the 
implications of their pur¬ 
chase before committing 
to buying the car.” 

Detective Chief 
Inspector Marc 

Lamerton, who has 
responsibility for Central 
Division’s Communities 
and Partnerships, added: 
“We find on occasions 
that some traders are 
masquerading as private 
sellers in order to avoid 
their liability and to 
reduce the buyer’s legal 
rights. 

GENUINE 

“We hope this activity 
will support the genuine 
motor trader and isolate 
those people who are 
taking advantage and 
selling cars illegitimate¬ 
ly- 

“I am also reminding 
motor salvage operators 
that they must register 
their business with 
Bridgend County 

Borough Council. 

“Consumers should 
always make sure they 
know whether they are 
buying privately or from 
a trader. 


“There is a growing 
problem with businesses 
posing as private sellers 
and using roadside sites 
to offload unsafe cars to 
consumers. 

“Many of these cars 
are un-roadworthy and 
have been repaired using 
stolen parts. 

COMPLAINTS 

“Vehicles sold in this 
manner generate com¬ 
plaints from local resi¬ 
dents and legitimate 
motor traders, who see 
this as unfair competi¬ 
tion, as the sellers do not 
have an established place 
of business and often try 
to disguise themselves as 
private sellers. 

“This makes it more 
difficult to enforce your 
rights as a consumer. 

“More importantly, 
people who purchase 
these vehicles could be 
putting their lives at risk. 
We are not so concerned 
about private individuals 
selling their own car, but 
are trying to identify car 
traders who may not be 
known to us so we can 
give them helpful 
advice.”

BRIDGEND Town 
Council has wel¬ 
comed a planning 
application from 
BCBC’s transporta¬ 
tion and engineer¬ 
ing department to 
construct a new 
road from Brackla 
Street to Bridgend 
Railway Station. 

This will be the long- 
awaited transport inter¬ 
change which will 
enable buses to pick up 
and drop off at the rail¬ 
way station to create an 
integrated transport sys¬ 
tem for the town and 
borough. 

A mini-bus station is 
being proposed along¬ 
side the station on land 


that runs between the 
station and Brackla 
Street by the side of the 
telephone exchange. 

The new road will be 
restricted to buses, taxis 
and cycles and there will 
also be a pavement. 

No cars will be able 
to use it. 

Funding has been pro¬ 
vided by the Welsh 
Assembly Government. 

Coun David Unwin 
said it had been delayed 
by land acquisition prob¬ 
lems which had now 
been overcome, and the 
new interchange would 
come into operation last 
this year. 

“And very welcome it 
will be,” he added. 


No gate for 
allotments 


THERE is to be no 
gate erected at the 
entrance to the 
Great Western 
Allotments in 
Bridgend. 

That was the outcome 
of a meeting of the town 
council’s allotment sub 
committee, which was 
attended by representa¬ 
tives of the allotment 
holders. 

The town council had 
received a letter from 
one allotment holder 
asking for a gate, 
because a number of 
sheds on the site have 
been broken into. 

But Coun Maisie 
Williams told the town 
council that an informal 
discussion took place at 
the meeting about this 
issue and the allotment 


representatives felt that 
although some other 
allotment sites have 
gates, anybody wanting 
to get in could do so by 
climbing over walls or 
fences. 

She said that allot¬ 
ment holders felt that

“They felt that they 
did not want anything 
done about the gate,” 
she added. 

The council decided 
to accept her report and 
await any further devel¬ 
opments. 


Beggars a blot 
on Bridgend’ 


THE issue of beg¬ 
gars in the streets 
of Bridgend has 
again been raised at 
the town council. 

Coun Roger Marsh 
reported there had been 
two in the town centre 
recently. He had spoken 
to the police, but they 
said that it was difficult 
to take action. 

“As soon as the beg¬ 
gars see them coming, 
they hide their cap or 
whatever the money is 
being put into,” he said. 

“Technically, then, 


they are not begging. 

But it is a blot on 
Bridgend. I wish the 
police could take more 
positive action, but they 
are doing their best.” 

He had raised this a 
number of times, but 
nothing had been done. 

“We brought this up 
with the new Chief 
Superintendent when he 
was here, and I suggest 
we send him a letter ask¬ 
ing for an update.”

HE chances 
are that if you

Hood , riding 
through the glen 
with his merry men 
in tow, then you 
have most likely 
been hiding under 
the proverbial rock, 
such is the charac¬ 
ter’s ubiquity. 

Actors from Kevin 
Costner to Errol Flynn, 
and Jason Connery to 
John Barrowman have all 
worn the green felt and 
carried the bow and 
arrow to varying levels 
of success. 

However, anyone who 
felt Costner’s portrayal, 
replete with American 
accent, was the last word 
on the character will be 
enthralled by Ridley 
Scott and Russell 
Crowe’s take on the char¬ 
acter in the surprisingly 
titled Robin Hood, as the 
pair team up on screen 
for the fifth time. 

Crowe plays the titular 
character, or Robin 
Longstride as he is 
known, an archer tasked 
with returning the crown 
of the slain Richard The 
Lionheart and the sword 
of Robert Loxley. Posing 
as Loxley, he discovers a 
ploy by the devious Sir 
Godfrey (Mark Strong) 
that will see French 
forces invading England, 
w hi le also meeting the 
strong-willed Lady 
Marian Loxley (Cate 
Blanchett), abetted by his 
very own band of ‘Merry 
men’ (Kevin Durand, 

Scott Grimes and Alan 
Doyle)... 

Much like the relation¬ 
ships between Johnny 
Depp and Tim Burton, 
and Martin Scorcese and 
Leonardo DiCaprio (for¬ 
merly Robert De Niro), 

Ridley Scott and Russell 
Crowe have forged an 
alliance that has seen 
them hit great heights 
('Gladiator ) and also lows 
(A Good Year), but it has 
been a relationship that 
has primarily afforded 
cinemagoers plenty of 
moments of entertain¬ 
ment. 

Robin Hood marks 
their fifth team-up, and is 
a hugely entertaining, 
and somewhat revision¬ 
ist, take on an age-old 
character. 

If the trailers made it 
appear that the pair’s take offer direction like this, 
on Robin Hood was sim- giving the action 


like a real character. 

Crowe has enough 
nous and gravitas to 
bring the role to life, and 
his take on the character 
is less flash and far more 
serious than other ver¬ 
sions.

Scripted by Brian 
Helgeland, whose ability 
to mine the grit and 
grime from a story is 
well-known, constructs a 
tale that is less myth and 
more realism, a prologue 
of sorts to Hood becom¬ 
ing an outlaw, and it’s a 
clever idea that is well 
executed. Helgeland puts 
in far more subtext than 
you would expect, but 
that doesn’t feel too 
forced or out of place. 

In fact, Helgeland 
eschews action set-pieces 
for meaty scenes of dia¬ 
logue, with only three 
action sequences of note. 
W hi le in the land of 
action blockbusters this 
would be a hindrance, 
instead the script allows 
you to delve into the 
characters and storylines, 
making a far more sub¬ 
stantial offering than a 
mere swords, bows and 
arrows film. 

Discussions about 
high taxations and the 
folly of costly, unsuc¬ 
cessful wars in other 
countries may be more 
21st century than 12th 
century, but the parallels 
are there, giving the film 
a feel of pertinence and 
context. While not using 
these themes as a broad 
context, it does add a lit¬ 
tle extra meat to proceed¬ 
ings. 

With Ridley Scott in 
the director’s chair, the 
film looks absolutely 
gorgeous as you would 
expect, the film shot with 
great care and attention 
to detail. 

With the sweeping 
shots and tinted visuals, 
it is reminiscent both of 
his work on Gladiator as 
well as Kingdom of 
Heaven, but Scott brings 
more than just old ideas 
to the table. 

He has shown little 
desire in slowing down 
his workload, and why 
should he when he can

sequences a grandiose 
visual identity while 
imbuing the quieter 
moments with an eye for 
shot composition; it may 
not be the director’s 
finest hour but he shows 
more skill and deftness 
of touch here than 
Michael Bay has shown 
in an entire career. 

While, at 46, Russell 
Crowe is probably the 
oldest person to step into 
Hood’s tights, the actor 
does a predictably good 
turn, riffing on the noble 
hero intent on vanquish¬ 
ing evil but bringing 
enough substance to the 
role to make him feel 


Irish, but Crowe should 
be applauded for not 
going down the Kevin 
Costner route. 

Around him is a cast 
of great pedigree that all 
do an excellent job. Cate 
Blanchett makes the 
character of Marian far 
more appealing, taking 
away the helpless damsel 
in distress routine, and 
making the character far 
more independent and 
stronger. As always, 
Blanchett is very good, 
locating the inner 
strength of a character 
struggling to keep her 
head above water as the 
pressures from outside 
threaten her way of life, 
and she shares a strong 
chemistry with Crowe. 

Mark Strong is corner¬ 
ing the Hollywood bad 
guy market at the 
moment, and having 
been devilishly evil in 
Sherlock Holmes and 
Kick-Ass, adds another 
wonderful villain to his 
repertoire with Sir 
Godfrey. 

While suffering from a 
lack of explanation (a 
plight that also affects 
several other characters), 
Strong still manages to 
make the character repre¬ 
hensible, playing off the 
English and the French 
while relishing the 
opportunity to take the 
money of landowners - 
yet again. Strong shows 
the bad guys of film how 
it is done. 

While Oscar Isaac 
does snivelling and gut¬ 
less with aplomb as 
Prince John, William 
Hurt and Eileen Atkins 
bring weight to their per¬ 
formances, and while 
Kevin Durand, Scott 
Grimes and Alan Doyle, 
as the ‘merry men’, and 
Matthew Macfadyen as 
the sheriff of 
Nottingham, offer up 
enjoyable turns, they 
aren’t used enough, nor 
given enough in their 
characters, to really fac¬ 
tor. 

That is one of the 
weaknesses of the film, 
that Robin, Marian and 
Sir Walter Loxley (a nice 
cameo from Max Von 
Sydow) aside, the charac¬ 
ters aren’t given enough 
motivation; the reasons 
for Sir Godfrey’s actions 
are never explained, the 
sheriff is completely 
sidelined (though that 
may be another way of 
distancing this version

The grant funding 
supports a range of proj¬ 
ects that vary from large 
scale modernisation of 
public library buildings 
to supporting volunteer- 
run museums. 

Cowbridge Library is 
to receive £299,886 for 
refurbishment and mod¬ 
ernisation. 

Bridgend Library 
Service receives a grant 
of £22,000 to continue 
work in developing 
learners’ skills and a 
grant of £18,031 to sup¬ 
port the innovative 
Books4U project that 
enables the public to 
borrow books from 
libraries across south 
east Wales.

How to make your 
text look professional 


DO you sometimes 
wish that you could 
make the docu¬ 
ments you print a 
little more exciting? 
Perhaps a bit easier 
to read? There are 
those who would 
like to do it, but 
can’t spare the time 
to do all the format¬ 
ting to achieve the 
desired result. Help 
is on the screen. 

Previously, I 

explained how a spread¬ 
sheet is a tool that could 
save an enormous 
amount of work, espe¬ 
cially if you have to use 
lots of numbers. See our 
website notes on 
penarthcomputerclub.co. 
uk. 

The great labour-sav¬ 
ing device mentioned in 
the bit about formatting 
cells within a spread¬ 
sheet also applies to text 
in documents and 
Autoshapes (more about 
Autoshapes later). It is a 
button called the Format 
Painter. 

When writing a docu¬ 
ment you can make 
some of the text bold, 
italic, underlined, 
coloured, larger, smaller, 
a different typeface or 
any combination of the 
above. This is done by a 
series of clicks to high¬ 
light the text, then, for 


example, click on 
Formats>font, then 
select the font, font style 
and size and click OK. 

This enables you to 
give variety to the 
appearance of your writ¬ 
ing or to stress the 
importance of some of 
the words. 

In the same way you 
can alter the spacing 
between the lines or 
whether the writing is 
aligned to the left, to the 
right or centred. 

Let’s say that you 
have done a lot of typing 
and then decide that you 
would like to re-style 
several bits of it to match 
a section that you spent 
some time adjusting to 
get it just as you wanted 
it. The last thing you 
fancy doing is repeating 
all the work you did to 
set up the special 
appearance. You don’t 
have to work so hard. 

Simply click on any 
piece of the already-for¬ 
matted text; click on the 
Format Painter button on 
the standard toolbar (it 
shows a paintbrush) and 
then highlight the text 
you want to paint. That 
text instantly takes on all 
the attributes of the orig¬ 
inal selection. The 
Format Painter is auto¬ 
matically cancelled. 

If, however, you want 
to repeat the process 
many times, then dou¬ 


ble-click on the Format 
Painter button and it will 
continue to paint new 
text until you click on it 
again to cease painting. 

The Autoshapes I 
mentioned are available 
from the Drawing 
Toolbar. To open the 
Drawing Toolbar right- 
click on a blank part of 
any toolbar and select 
Drawing, from the list 
that drops down. The 
Drawing Toolbar will 
appear at the bottom of 
the window. 

Autoshapes provide a 
selection of lines, con¬ 
nectors, stars, banners, 
flow-chart shapes and 
more.
